Claims 1-4, 6-8, 10, 11, 14, 15, 17-19, and 21-26 are pending in the 
application before entry of this amendment Claims 7, 11, 19, and 21-23 have 
been withdrawn from consideration due to a restriction requirement By way of 
this amendment, claims 14, 1749, 21, 22, 23, and 25 have bean amended, and 
dates 10 and I S have been canceled, 

Ef l@6t|oo.ljoder 3 5 USC 112. sec ond paragraph 
Claims 14 and 15 are rejected under 35 USC 1 12, second paragraph 
because the claims are substantial duplicates. The 35 USC 1 12, second 
paragraph rejection has been overcome by cancellation of claim 15, 

Other aroe Mm&nts 
Claim 10 has been canceled, and claims 14, 1749, 21, 22. and 23 'have 
been amended to depend from claim 11 rather than new canceled claim 10, 
Claim 11 has been amended to recite areas of treatment: Specifically, claim 11 
recites the method of treatment of pain, fever, and of inflammation. Support for 
the amendment Is provided on page 13 s line 33 of the originally-fled 
specification. 

Claims 25 has been amended to more particular recite the claimed method 
of treatment and to conform: with the amendments made to claim 1 1 (above).

The only remaining claim-objections are based on claims directed to non~ 
elected subject matter and lo claims depending on those claims directed fo.non- 
elected subject matter. The restricted subject matter stems from a restriction 
requirement of October 24, 2006.
